Mayor of Agawam ^SCAR Promotion Weekend at Sarat Ford 


Robert A. Magovern has officially announced that 
he is a candidate for Mayor of the City of Agawam. 

Magovern, who is completing his second two-year 
term on the City Council, was asked why he wanted 
to become Agawam’s next Mayor. 

"There are many reasons why I would like to be 
your next Mayor. At first, I thought I could make my 
contribution on the City Council, but as the year has 
progressed under the present administration, I knew 
my hands and those of the Council were tied, and 
that, under the circumstances, I could not achieve 
what I felt should be done for the Town of Agawam. 

“Part of the responsibility of the Council is to con¬ 
sult with the Mayor when necessary and try to offer 
leadership. Unfortunately, this has not happened. We 
have serious problems ahead of us, and I felt that my 
business background and community involvement 
have given me the experience to offer the leadership 
in order to help solve some of Agawam’s concerns." 

When asked to elaborate, Magovern went on to 
gi ve several examples of what a Magovern adminis¬ 
tration would look like. 

"First of all, I would have an OPEN DOOR POLICY 
WITH AN OPEN DOOR. Communication is one of the 
hallmarks of any good administration. You cannot 
govern unless you know the concerns of your con¬ 
stituents. If a citizen called me and wanted to speak 
to the Mayor, I would not have someone else call 
back. If a citizen could not reach me at the Town Hall 
for some reason, I live at 144 Birch Hill Road. There 
is a comfortable bench on my front porch, and anyone 
is invited to sit and wait for me to get home. 

“The Mayor of this town should be the servant of

the people of Agawam. The Mayor is your represen¬ 
tative running the town for the people. New England 
was formed on the old town meeting, where all the 
people ruled the town. Agawam outgrew the town 
meeting and the representative town meeting years 
ago. The Mayor and the City Council still represent 
the people. Once elected to office, many people forget 
that fact. I promise you I will not,” said Magovern. 

Magovern had several comments on what he felt 
were his key issues. Education would be a key priori¬ 
ty* 

“I graduated from AHS in 1961 and went on to 
graduate from Boston University with a bachelor of 
science in business administration. I have an under¬ 
standing of what it takes to build Agawam into one of 
the best school systems in the area. Both my mother, 
Dorothy Bodurtha Magovern, and my sister, Marjorie 
Greenough, retired as teachers from the Agawam 
system. 

“As Chairman of the Council and a member of the 
school budget subcommittee, I learned first-hand 
what makes up the budget. As Mayor, I would also be 
Chairman of the School Board, and by virtue of that 
position, be in a policy-making position. Having 
served as a Trustee of Westfield State College also 
has given me a background in the area of education¬ 
al leadership." 

Education is but one of Magovern's points of inter¬ 
est. 

“There are many issues we face in Agawam. Along 
with senior issues, recreation, and town services, I put 
on the top of my list Agawam’s business development. 
It is great to say you want the best schools, but 
someone has to pay the bill. Residential taxes can¬ 
not pay for all of the services we need in this town. 

“An enlarged tax base through business develop¬ 
ment is the only way we can afford the programs we 
need in our school system to make it the best. Other 
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than programs implemented in previous administra¬ 
tions, we have had no new business growth in our 
town. I know meetings may have been held because I 
attended some, but there have been no positive 
measures which have come out of them.” 

Again, when pressed for specifics, Magovern went 
on to say, “I would establish monthly meetings with the 
Chamber of Commerce and other business groups in 
town. We have a wealth of talent living in our condo¬ 
miniums in Agawam, including some of the area’s 
retired businessmen and women. 

“I would like to see an office opened in our Town 
Hall, staffed with volunteers offering help to existing 
businesses in Agawam or businesses wishing to relo¬ 
cate in Agawam. This office would offer advice and 
help cut through the bureaucracy on government pro¬ 
grams and financial matters. I would like to implement 
a study program on what business would do well in 
Agawam and assist existing business with marketing 
ideas to help them increase their sales. 

“The Food Mart shopping plaza is closed and, by all 
likelihood, will not be open in the near future. Empty 
stores along Springfield Street are still empty. I would 
work with local and regional developers to try and 
revitalize these areas. 

“Agawam is very fortunate to have one of the best 
Senior Centers in the area. The staff at our Center is 
to be commended for all it has been able to accom¬ 
plish. We do have a pressing need, however, for more 
space at our Senior Center. 

"This is not just a campaign issue for me because 
last year, when I was Council President, I proposed a 
study committee to investigate the feasibility of adding 
on to our existing Center when others were advocat¬ 
ing abandoning what we have and building a new 
Center. As I said earlier, the retired person in Agawam 
is one of our most prized and untapped resources we 
have.” 

Magovern went on to talk about our recreational 


needs and the fact that our DPW garage has been 
stalled in the Mayor’s office. When Magovern asked 
the Mayor for some statement about what was hap¬ 
pening with the DPW garage at a public meeting of 
the Council, his only comment was, “I cannot tell you.” 
As Magovern said, “The Council deserves more 
respect than that from our Mayor.” 

When Magovern was asked to sum up the reason 
he is running for Mayor, he said, “I may have been 
born and educated in Agawam, but after college I 
moved away for over 30 years. I never lost my love for 
my hometown, and like so many living in Agawam 
today, I looked at this town and decided that this is 
where I wanted to spend the rest of my time. 

“After moving back to Agawam, I looked around to 
see what I could do to help build my hometown. I have 
done what I could on the Conservation Commission 
and the City Council. I now feel the only way I can 
really help Agawam is to become your next Mayor and 
try to be the leader I feel this town needs.” 

He continued, “I received a letter today from a 
friend with some very good advice I would like to pass 
on: trust is not bestowed, but trust is earned by a 
continual relationship. 

“I ask you not to go by just my words, but look at 
what I have tried to do for Agawam. Let me continue 
the relationship I have started with you. 
“Independent leadership has always been my hall¬ 
mark. I do not believe in party politics for local elec¬ 
tions. A pothole in the road is not a Democrat, 
Republican, or an un-enrolled pothole. We have to 
solve the problems of Agawam together and not with 
divisive party labels attached. 

“I am very humbled by the support I have gotten 
from all of the voters in Agawam.

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House ensures 
$200 million for 
capital programs 


Stop & Shop helps Honor Roll Monument 


State Representative Daniel F. Keenan announced 
recently that the House Ways and Means Committee 
released a plan to use surplus funds to guarantee 
funding for the Legislature's multi-year commitment to 
the Capital Needs Investment Trust. 

"We guarantee the money up front and let it accrue 
interest so that these worthwhile programs may pros¬ 
per and the Commonwealth may prosper by them,” 
said Representative Keenan. 

Current law calls for five annual transfers, begin¬ 
ning in fiscal year 2001 until 2005, to each of the fol¬ 
lowing programs: 

* S20 million for the affordable housing trust fund 
(total of $100 million) 

* $11 million for educational technology (total of 
$55 million) 

* $5 million for capital projects at facilities of the 
Department of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, 
and Public Health (total of $25 million) 

* $9 million for general maintenance and repair 
projects (total of $45 million). 

The total five-year obligation amounts to $225 mil¬ 
lion, with the initial $45 million already transferred in 
Fiscal Year 2001. 

The House proposal, therefore, would eliminate 
any uncertainty through an immediate set-aside of 
$180 million in surplus funds to guarantee the sched¬ 
uled transfers in each of the next four fiscal years. 
The House plan also provides more money than orig¬ 
inally committed by allowing the programs to accrue 
and retain substantial interest. 

By setting aside the total remaining obligation of 
$180 million at once, interest earnings are projected 
to generate up to an additional $20 million, for a total 
commitment of $200 million. 

“The action that the House Ways and Means 
Committee has taken will help ensure that school dis¬ 
tricts can rely on the availability of these funds over 
the next four years,” said Representative Keenan. “I 
believe that these funds are essential in the future of 
the state and the economic security of our citizens. 

“This funding also provides for affordable housing 
production and preservation. The trust fund has 
already committed funding for the creation of 615 
units of new affordable housing and 210 units of mar¬ 
ket rate housing, which will help provide apartments 
and home ownership opportunities to families with 
broad ranges of income,” said Representative 
Keenan.

Mayoral candidate pleased 
by dialogue with Six Flags

Collaborative prevails in 
taypayer-sponsored lawsuits 

To the Editor: 

In a July 11, 2001 decision, the Hampden County 
Superior Court granted summary judgment to the 
Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Collaborative 
(LPVEC) and the Towns of Agawam and West 
Springfield in a case relating to the Collaborative’s 
provision of school transportation services. 

The lawsuit brought by area taxpayers contended 
that it was illegal for the educational collaborative to 
provide such services and that the towns should have 
been required to competitively bid for private school 
bus contractors to provide that service. 

In her decision, Judge Josephson concurred with a 
legal opinion from the State Inspector General’s 
Office that, as a member of the Collaborative, mem¬ 
ber school committees are not required to seek com¬ 
petitive, private sector bids for these services. 
Specifically, the I.G.’s opinion stated that “...the 
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LPVEC is a public entity that is exempt from the bid¬ 
ding requirements of the Uniform Procurement Act" 
and that “...the LPVEC’s constituent public school 
departments and districts may therefore contract with 
the LPVEC without undertaking a competitive pro¬ 
curement process." > 

It was undisputed that the provision of these serv¬ 
ices through the Collaborative, as opposed to the pri¬ 
vate sector, saves the Towns a substantial amount of 
money each year. 

Judge Josephson also concurred with the legal 
opinion of the Commissioner of Education which 
states that “...student transportation could be a serv¬ 
ice provided by the LPVEC to the member commit¬ 
tees.” Furthermore, the State Auditor’s Report on 
Special Education in Massachusetts, dated March 
1991, specifically refers to “collaborative transporta¬ 
tion" as a cost savings practice and recommended 
"...the Dept, of Education assist in facilitating such 
programs.” 

The Court, in making its decision, acknowledged 
the fact that, “The members’ purpose in establishing 
a collaborative, and the legislature’s intent in granting 
them the authority to do so, is to save money and 
ensure that resources are managed efficiently.” 

This decision of the Court puts to rest over nine 
years of ongoing lawsuits, complaints, and harass¬ 
ment. I am just sorry that the money paid to attorneys 
over these nine years could have been better spent 
on children in our classrooms.

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Melconian reports 
possible breach of 
genetic privacy law 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) recently delivered a letter to Attorney 
General Thomas Reilly to report a possible violation 
of the recently passed genetic privacy and anti-dis¬ 
crimination law. According to documents obtained by 
Senator Melconian, an investigation by the United 
States Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
indicated that a Massachusetts company, Athena 
Diagnostics, performed genetic tests on individuals 
without their consent. 

“If these genetic tests were conducted in 
Massachusetts without the informed written consent 
of the individuals tested, they are in direct violation of 
Massachusetts law,” said Melconian. “In fact, this is 
exactly the type of abuse that our recently passed 
genetic privacy and anti-discrimination law was 
designed to prevent. An individual’s genetic makeup 
is some of the most personal and private information 
he or she possesses, and consequently should be the 
most closely guarded and receive the highest level of 
protection.” 

Burlington Northern Santa Fe Railroad, a Texas 
company, recently instituted a policy testing for a rare 
genetic condition called Hereditary Neuropathy with 
Liability Pressure Palsies (HNPP) in employees who 
had filed claims for disability because of carpel tunnel 
syndrome. The US EEOC filed a petition and eventu¬ 
ally in April of 2001 settled this claim as a violation of 
the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

The EEOC did not take any action against the 
company that promoted the genetic test, Athena 
Diagnostic, because such testing does not violate 
federal law. However, in its motion for a preliminary 
injunction to bar Burlington Northern, the EEOC 
makes clear that these tests were conducted without 
the employees’ consent, and genetic information was 
disclosed to the company (again, without the employ¬ 
ees’ consent). 

If Athena Diagnostics performed these tests after 
November 20, 2000 - the effective date of the genet¬ 
ic privacy statute - Melconian believes the company is 
in clear violation of the law. Section 70G(c) states in 
relevant part that: 

"No facility, as defined in section 70E, and no 
physician or health care provider shall: (1) test a per¬ 
son for genetic information without first obtaining the 
prior written consent; (2) disclose the results of a 
genetic test to any person other than the subject 
thereof without first obtaining the informed written 
consent." 

Section 70E defines a facility to include a clinic. 
Athena Diagnostic is a facility located in 
Massachusetts that performs genetic tests, and its 
testing and later disclosure of this information would 
be a violation of state law. 

“I have asked the Attorney General to investigate 
this matter and take action that not only provides relief 
for these employees whose privacy was violated, but 
also stems future illicit testing by Athena Diagnostic or 
any other genetic testing laboratory," said Melconian. 

The Attorney General has the power to investigate 
these types of violations under section 70G of chap¬ 
ter 111 of the General Laws.

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Senate votes 
to increase 
minimum wage 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the Senate 
has unanimously passed Senate Bill 2083, “An Act 
Maintaining the Value of the Minimum Wage.” 

S.2083 raises the minimum wage from $6.75 to $7 
in January 2002 and ties future increases to the con¬ 
sumer price index every year thereafter. Over the past 
few years, the minimum wage in Massachusetts has 
risen from $5.25 to $6.75. 

“Thanks to the ‘Birmingham Law,’ Massachusetts 
has the highest minimum wage in the nation,” 
Melconian said during debate on the bill. “We have a 
tradition in Massachusetts of supporting working men 
and women, and indexing the minimum wage solidi¬ 
fies that tradition. Without indexing the purchasing 
power of minimum wage, earnings decrease every 
year due to inflation. This bill takes politics out of the 
minimum wage debate." 

Melconian said that while inflation constantly caus¬ 
es the cost of living to rise, the minimum wage does 
not increase unless legislation is passed for that pur¬ 
pose. Therefore, when the minimum wage stays 
level, families’ real earnings go down. This bill creates 
a mechanism that stops that cycle and adjusts the 
minimum wage in accordance with inflation, so that 
purchasing power remains the same. 

“Senator Melconian has long been a champion of 
the minimum wage and the workers who earn it. She 
has ensured that the issue is understood as one that 
especially affects women and their quality of life,” said 
Senate President Tom Birmingham. “Her advocacy 
has helped us secure increases in the minimum wage 
and will help in ongoing efforts to link it to inflation." 

S2083 now moves to the House for its considera¬ 
tion.

Fireworks are spectacular 
but definitely dangerous

The National Fire Protection Association reports 
that over 10,000 hospital-treated fireworks injuries 
have occurred in the United States since the mic- 
1980’s. 

In 1985, for instance, 15 civilian deaths were 
caused by fireworks-related fires, with another 11 
caused directly by fireworks injuries. Also in 1985, 
$36.4 million in direct property damage resulted froi n 
fires started by fireworks. 

Most fireworks injuries occur around the Fourth oi 
July celebration, but are not limited to that holiday. 
Many other holidays (Christmas, New Year’s, Labor 
Day, etc.) have fireworks as a part of their celebration. 

How can you use fireworks safely? There are no 
safe ways. Leave the use of fireworks to the profes¬ 
sionals - people who are trained in their proper use. n 
many states, including Massachusetts, fireworks are 
illegal. For the safety of you, your family, and friends, 
obey the law. 

The Agawam Fire Department reminds you that 
fireworks are explosives that are unpredictable and 
can be deadly.

Rosemary Sandlin participates in national health summit 


Rosemary Sandlin, a member of the Agawam 
School Committee, participated earlier this summer in 
an eight-state student health summit organized by the 
National School Boards Association, the National 
Association of Boards of Education, and the National 
Center for Disease Control. 

Ms. Sandlin was representing the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees on whose board of 
directors she currently serves as President-Elect. 

The two-day program, convened in Alexandria, 
Virginia, brought together key education and health 
leaders at the state level. Their purpose was to iden¬ 
tify gaps in programming and policy for student phys¬ 
ical activity, nutrition services and tobacco use, and to 
develop strategies to align state and local education 
policies to promote healthy lifestyle choices among 
the nation’s students. 

Ms. Sandlin, a long-standing advocate for children 
and families in the Agawam community, has often 
stressed the connection between healthy lifestyles 
and students’ readiness to learn, noting that many 
schools across the country are losing the battle to pro¬ 
mote physical activity, healthy eating, and tobacco 
use prevention. Nevertheless, she reported, 
“Massachusetts was recognized during the summit for 
many of our exemplary and nationally acknowledged 
programs and policies designed to curb smoking and 
for our efforts in promoting physical education and 
setting high nutritional standards.”

Committee (1980-91, 1996-present), Rosemary 
Sandlin has served as the committee’s secretary, vice 
chair and chair, as well as on many of its subcommit¬ 
tees.

Massachusetts Senate passes dangerous building bill 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Spring field) is pleased to announce the recent pas- 
sate by the Massachusetts Senate of a bill that 
requires property owners to provide floor plans of 
vacant buildings to local fire stations and inspect 
those buildings yearly for structural damage. 

This new bill, passed unanimously by a vote of 37- 
0, aims to prevent dangerous situations such as the 
one that occurred in December of 1999, when six 
Worcester firefighters were killed in a fire that con¬ 
sumed an abandoned building. 

“This bill was passed to prevent situations such as 
the one that the brave firefighters from Worcester 


found themselves in over a year ago. We want to 
insure that firefighters are never again left without 
information about the structure they entered," 
Melconian stated. “This legislation could save the 
lives of both civilians and rescuers.” 

This new measure will prevent similar situations 
from occurring by requiring that all owners of aban¬ 
doned buildings pay for certified inspections of the 
building at least once a year, and that any dangerous 
structural weaknesses found must be repaired at cost 
to the owner. The bill also requires that vacant build¬ 
ings must be boarded up, so that children and others 
cannot enter the building and become trapped. 


The Senate legislation also includes a proposal 
which would require floor plans of abandoned build¬ 
ings to be filed with local fire departments, which 
would enable firefighters to move faster through build¬ 
ings, and to know which areas civilians are most like¬ 
ly to be in. The addition was included before the 
Senate passed the legislation, and the House must 
now pass it before the bill is sent back to the Senate 
for final approval. 

“This legislation forces building owners to provide 
valuable information to fire departments when they 
need it the most,” said Melconian, "and with this infor¬ 
mation, we hope to prevent further tragedies from 
occurring."

Memorial funds are created for a number of differ¬ 
ent reasons. The first, and most important, reason is 
to honor the memory of a loved one. All the other rea¬ 
sons, while just as important, are secondary; dona¬ 
tions to research, medical institutions, a favorite char¬ 
ity or organization, contributions to either groups or 
specific individuals. 

The Lisa M. Ziegert Memorial Fund was estab¬ 
lished in memory of a bright young woman and spe¬ 
cial education teacher. Born on March 24, 1968, Lisa 
was a curly-haired imp who grew to be a beautiful 
woman. She was the second oldest of four children. A 
little on the short side, she struggled to reach 5’2”. Her 
curly brown hair reached the middle of her back, and 
she had cornflower blue eyes with golden flecks in 
them. 

She adored children and teaching, and willingly 
gave up Saturday mornings to teach the second- 
grade First Communion class at Sacred Heart Parish. 
She spent her summers as a Perry Lane Camp coun¬ 
selor, and many of those children (now grown) 
remember her fondly. 

Her trademark was her smile - warm and sunny, 
and readily given. She signed all of her cards with a 
hand-drawn smile after her name; the Fund has 
decided to use that smile as its logo, to reflect the 
spirit that was, and always will represent, Lisa Ziegert. 

Through the generous donations of many, many 
individuals and the hard work of Agawam resident 
Jack Patterson, the Lisa M. Ziegert Memorial Fund 
was established in the spring of 1992, not long after 
her funeral. With a well-established fund and a hand¬ 
ful of worthwhile ideas, Lisa’s family began to give 
back to the town of Agawam some of the support that 
had been given to them. In the last eight years, the 
Fund has donated over $31,000 to the students and 
community of Agawam. 

There is only one fundraiser held annually - the 
Lisa M. Ziegert Memorial Golf Tournament. This golf 
tournament draws more than 136 golfers every year, 
most of whom have returned since the first tourna¬ 
ment. The golf tournament and all donations made to 
the Fund have allowed us to make the following dona¬ 
tions:

To wax or not to wax... 

Question: To wax or not to wax, what do you 
think? I heard that it can cause ingrown hairs. Is that 
true? 

Answer: I find that it is simply a matter of prefer¬ 
ence. There are pros and cons for everything you 
choose to do, so careful evaluation of your choices 
can help you decide. 

There are different options available for hair 
removal, including tweezing, shaving, waxing, elec¬ 
trolysis, and chemical depilatories. If tweezing is your 
choice, then invest in a good set of tweezers. This will 
not make hair grow back coarser, but it could irritate 
the hair follicle. The use of Witch Hazel on a cotton 
pad will help to close the pores and soothe the area. 

Shaving is the simplest way to remove unwanted 
hair. Always use a gel, cream, or soap to shave with 
and shave against the grain (the opposite way the 
hair grows). If you prefer an electric razor, make sure 
that the skin is completely dry. Be careful not to use 
antiperspirant, deodorant, or scented lotions immedi¬ 
ately after shaving to reduce added irritation or sting¬ 
ing. 

The use of a powder is better at this time. Tip: For 
those red bumps that appear after shaving: mix 
together two aspirin, one drop of glycerin, and 1/4 cup 
distilled water. Store in a bottle and apply to irritated 
area. 

Waxing pulls the hair from the follicle so it will take 
longer to grow back. The only drawback is that you 
need to let the hair grow out about 1/4 inch before 
waxing again. Electrolysis removes unwanted hair 
permanently, destroying hair follicles by zapping them 
with an electrical impulse. It is time-consuming and 
can be costly if there is a large area of hair to be 
removed. This definitely should be done only by a 
professional. 

Chemical depilatories are creams, lotions, or pow¬ 
ders containing chemicals that split the chemical 
bonds in the hair, breaking off slightly below the skin 
surface. Use these only as directed as some are 
made for the face and some for the legs. Some peo¬ 
ple experience skin irritation so you should rinse the 
product off immediately. The hair under your arms 
and in the bikini area can be extra sensitive, so a 
patch test is important: apply the cream to a small 
area at the site desired and then check to make sure 
no reaction has occurred. 

Ingrown hairs occur when a hair curls into the skin 
and grows in the wrong direction. The results are a 
red, irritated bump that can become infected. This 
annoying consequence of shaving and waxing has 
plagued many persons with no patented solution. 
Some people recommend plucking the hair using 
sharp-pointed tweezers, then cleaning the area with 
peroxide, while others say it is best to leave ingrown 
hairs alone to heal themselves.

(PC). He hired a 19-year-old named Bill Gates to write software for him. 

Roberts sold his computer business in 1977 and bought a farm. Seven years later, at the age of 41, he 
entered medical school. Today Bill Gates is the head of the largest software company in the world. 

Ed Roberts is a physician in a small Georgia town. 

Roberts says, "The implication is that the PC is the most important thing I've ever done, and I don't 
think that's true. Every day I deal with things that are equally if not more important here with my 
patients." 

How can we evaluate the significance of our lives? Something deep inside tells us that such a thing 
cannot be measured by wealth and fame. 

As we look at the apostle Paul's turbulent life, it seems noteworthy that he approached the end with a 
peaceful sense of successful completion. He wrote, "I have fought the good fight, I have finished the 
race, I have kept the faith" (2 Tim. 4:7). Paul looked confidently not to the world but to "the Lord, the 
righteous Judge," for approval and reward (v.8).

The measure of a life is determined by the Ruler of the universe. 
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Priorities... 


There is an old Irish saying which goes, “The hurri- 
er I go, the behinder I get.” If that saying was true 
years ago, it is probably even more accurate today. 
We live in an increasingly fast-paced world, in spite of 
all the things which people have invented to make our 
lives easier. 

One of the primary challenges which our fast- 
paced lives create is the possibility of developing the 
wrong set of priorities for our lives. For example, we 
may think that the pursuit of wealth should come 
before other concerns in our lives. However, most 
highly successful people (when asked upon their 
retirement what one thing they would have done dif¬ 
ferently) indicate that they wish they had spent more 
time with their family. It is so ironic to consider that for¬ 
tunes, measured in terms of dollars, can be created, 
destroyed, and created again; but time not spent with 
loved ones is gone forever. 

One of the challenging questions the Rev. Billy 
Graham used to ask his audiences at his crusades 
was, “If you died tonight, are you sure you would go to 
heaven?" Billy Graham was asking his audience, 
“What are your priorities?” Some people try to avoid 
answering Billy Graham’s question by describing 
death, particularly their own, in terms of “if' rather than 
"when.” But the truth is that, unless Jesus returns first, 
there is really only one certainty each of us can rely 
upon - that we’ll die someday. As the preacher said 
when asked about the mortality rate in his town, “It’s 
the same as everywhere else: one per capita.” 

The comedian George Burns lived to be 100 years- 
old. He used to joke that if he had known he was 
going to live so long, he would have taken better care 
of his teeth. Since we know that our life on earth will 
someday come to a conclusion, ought we not to take 
better care of our souls?

Martha welcomed Him into her home. She had a sis¬ 
ter named Mary, who sat down in front of the Lord and 
was listening to what He said. Martha was worried 
about all that was to be done. Finally, she went to 
Jesus and said, “Lord, doesn’t it bother You that my 
sister has left me to do all the work by myself?

Most of us can appreciate Martha’s complaint. 
Each of us has probably had at least one experience 
when we have felt like we were getting stuck with 
most, if not all, of the work.

Surely, He would understand! 

Martha was probably not ready for Jesus’ reply. 
The Lord answered, “Martha, Martha! You are worried 
and upset over so many things, but only one thing is 
necessary. Mary has chosen what is best, and it will 
not be taken from her.” 

In essence, Jesus was commending Mary for hav¬ 
ing established the proper priorities in her life. This is 
not to suggest that the day-to-day, humdrum stuff of 
life can or should be ignored. But Jesus was admon¬ 
ishing Martha to develop her priorities better. 

There’s another old saying - “There’s a place for 
everything, and everything has its place.” Usually, this 
phrase refers to things, objects. But it can apply to 
non-material concerns as well. It can apply to our pri¬ 
orities. For example, knowing that we shall not live for¬ 
ever in this world, have we given any thought to being 
prepared for what comes next? 

It may be that some people are afraid to consider 
what comes after their lives are concluded in this 
world. They might have an uneasy sense of estrange¬ 
ment from God, or perhaps a sense of complete igno¬ 
rance of Him. All they know for sure is that they’re not 
at all sure. 

It doesn’t have to be that way. Oh yes, we’ve all 
made mistakes. The Bible calls that sin, and says that 
our sin separates us from God. But God, who sets His 
own priorities, has remedied that. 

You used to be far from God. Your thoughts made 
you His enemies, and you did evil things. But His Son 
became a human being and died. So God made 
peace with you, and now He lets you stand in His 
presence as people who are holy and faultless and 
innocent.

“A Bistro is a warm and friendly place to meet and 
enjoy good food with family, friends or business asso¬ 
ciates and at the School Street Bistro at 29 School 
Street in downtown Westfield, we make every effort to 
offer our patrons the most unique dining experience in 
the area," according to School Street Bistro's website. 

School Street Bistro’s General Manager John 
Jeserski said he has been with the restaurant since it 
opened on October 7, 1997. Jeserski said he would 
describe the School Street Bistro as a “cross-cultur¬ 
al novo cuisine” with a cross between Asian and 
American food and a new style of cooking.

The actual meaning of the word “bistro" is referred 
to as a small restaurant, bar, tavern or nightclub, 
according to the website. 

“We have a variety of customers we serve on a reg¬ 
ular basis," Jeserski said. “The unexpected people 
you meet is always a plus.” 

Jeserski said his responsibilities include adminis¬ 
trative duties as well as managing the “front of the 
house.” 

The “front of the house” refers to greeting patrons 
and making sure everyone is completely satisfied with 
their service. He said general supervision of the wait- 
staff and the bar are also part of his responsibilities as 
the general manager of the School Street Bistro. 
School Street Bistro’s kitchen is also unique and it 
differs from other restaurants with the way their 
kitchen is set up, according to him.

Jeserski said their busiest time at the Bistro is on 
the weekends when they serve “signature dishes."

Jeserski said School Street Bistro does require a 
dress code that is casual, such as a sports jacket for 
men and neat attire for women'. 

The staff at School Street Bistro must also abide 
by a dress code that includes black shoes and pants, 
a white shirt with a tie and a bistro apron. Prior to 
becoming an employee at School Street Bistro, staff 
training, wine orientation and weekly meetings are all 
necessary. The Bistro also accommodates parties for 
weddings, holiday celebrations, and any other type of 
large gathering for parties of 100 or more.Before 
School Street Bistro became a restaurant, it was a

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ing Agawam High School and Bryant College in 
Smithfield, Rhode Island, with a degree in business 
management and marketing. DePalma said he pur¬ 
chased the building with his brother, Nick DePalma, 
back in 1997.

Obtaining a copy of “your file”... 

Question: I was representing myself in my pending 
divorce action, but after my husband hired an attor¬ 
ney, I decided to hire an attorney. My attorney has 
asked me to “go to the courthouse to obtain a copy of 
my file.” How do I obtain the documents once I have 
filed them with the court? Why aren’t the copies of the 
papers I gave my attorney acceptable? 

Answer: With the exception of your financial state¬ 
ment and that of your spouse, which are impounded 
(held confidential), all filings regarding your divorce 
are a matter of public record. This simply means, any¬ 
one with an interest in tracking the process of your 
divorce thorugh court filings may go to the Probate 
and Family court, ask for your file, and read the file. In 
seeking this information, you will need your “Docket" 
number. 

Each case is given a number upon filing the origi¬ 
nal complaint with the court. This number is made up 
of eight digits. An example may be “01D 1234DV.” 
The first two numbers, “01,” are the last two digits of 
the year in which the original complaint was filed. The 
“D" stands for Domestic, in which court all divorces 
are filed. The next four digits, “1234,” represent the 
sequential action this represents to this court; in other 
words, “1234" simply means, this divorce was the 
1,234th action filed in the Domestic portion of the 
Probate and Family court in this jurisdiction in the year 
2001. The last two digits, “DV,” simply designate this 
action as a divorce. 

When seeking information regarding your divorce, 
you will need this number. It will appear on all docu¬ 


ments filed with the court. If you do not know your 
number, you can find it in the index card file found in 
the Probate and Family court Clerk’s office. Each cab¬ 
inet is labeled with the range of years covered in that 
file. The cards are in alphabetical order. Simply find 
your name. On that card, you will be able to find your 
docket number. 

When you have the number, go to the clerk’s desk 
and ask someone how to get your file. When request¬ 
ing your file, tell the appropriate person, you would 
like the divorce file 01D1234 for John and Jane Doe. 
Court personnel will either retrieve your file for you, or 
they will inform you how to contact the individual who 
will do so for you. 

When th'e file is delivered to you, it will contain ajj of 
the official filings, filed with the court in your case. 
They will be on the right-hand side of the file, when it 
is opened. They are filed in reverse chronological 
order (last on top). Each document will have a hand¬ 
written number, usually in the bottom left-hand corner. 

On the left-hand side of this file will be an activities 
sheet, numbered “1” through the last number of a fil¬ 
ing. This sheet will indicate the type of filing. Number 
“1 ” usually will be the Complaint for Divorce. The num¬ 
bers will correspond to the handwritten number on the 
lower left-hand side of the actual document. The activ¬ 
ities sheet acts as a Table of Contents, if you are 
seeking a specific document. 

This file is the property of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Trial Courts. You MAY NOT REMOVE 
THIS FILE OR ANY DOCUMENT FROM THE AREA 
OF THE CLERK’S OFFICE. Copy machines are pro¬ 
vided for copying each document. The charge is 15 
cents per copy. Remember to return each document 
to its proper place in the file and return to the area pro¬ 
vided. 

This information will give your new attorney not 
only the information of what has been filed, but also 
the chronological order of filing. It give the attorney an 
invaluable perspective of the status of your case, that 
is not given by the documents you have in your pos¬ 
session.

Reward Yourself 

Don’t cheat yourself out of a small reward for your 
hard work. Consider using a small percentage (for 
example, 10-15 percent) of the money as your imme¬ 
diate reward and investing the rest for your long-term 
benefit. 

Jump-Start Your Retirement Fund 

Worried that you won’t have enough to retire on? 
Think about investing your windfall money in an indi¬ 
vidual retirement account (IRA). Even relatively small 
amounts can add up over time. For example, if you 
combined your tax rebate with other funds to invest 
$2,000 in an IRA, you could more than double the 
amount to $4,318 in just 10 years, assuming an 8 per¬ 
cent annual return before taxes. Your IRA contribution 
can be up to $3,000 in 2002. (Remember to always 
consult a financial advisor and use a prospectus to 
better understand any investment you might consid¬ 
er.) 

If your retirement is more than five years away, you 
might also want to consider investing in securities, 
such as stocks, bonds, mutual funds, and variable 
annuity products. 

Although past performance is no guarantee of 
future results, securities have historically provided 
higher average return rates per year (although at cor¬ 
respondingly higher risk) than other investment vehi¬ 
cles. 

Don’t Rush to Spend a Windfall 

Besides rebates, there are other ways that you 
may suddenly find youself with a fairly substantial 
amount of cash. You may, for example, be the bene¬ 
ficiary of a large inheritance. Perhaps you’ve received 
a bonus check from your employer. 

While you decide what path to take with your new¬ 
found assets, you might want to let your money grow 
in a short-term investment vehicle, such as a 90-day 
certificate of deposit (CD), a short-term Treasury bill, 
or a money market mutual fund.

Auto Lease - Insurance Coverage 

Where (1) a plaintiff suffered injuries in an auto 
accident that occurred between his car and a vehicle 
leased by a defendant motorist from a codefendant 
rental company and (2) the defendant motorist had 
not maintained insurance coverage as required by the 
auto rental agreement, the Court held that the code¬ 
fendant rental company may be held jointly and sev¬ 
erally liable, with the defendant motorist, for the plain¬ 
tiff’s damages. 

“Responsibility of automobile leasing companies 
for uninsured lessees has not been addressed by 
Massachusetts’ courts the Court said. Therefore, it is 
necessary to look to other jurisdictions for assisiance. 
Several states have started a movement towards 
holding lessors liable for accidents by their lessees 
where the lessee does not obey the leasing agree¬ 
ment and maintain the proper insurance.” 

“Absent Massachusetts precedent, the court 
applied the decisions of other states. In the present 
case, the defendant leased an automobile from the 
codefendant. Under the terms of the leasing agree¬ 
ment, the defendant was required to maintain ability 
insurance of $100,000.00/$300,000.00 for bodily 
injury and $50,000.00 for property damage. 

“At the time of the accident, the defendant had 
failed to maintain the required insurance. Thus apply¬ 
ing the decisions rendered in other states, the code¬ 
fendant, in failing to ensure that the lessee (defen¬ 
dant) procured the contractual liability insurance, is 
liable to the plaintiff for the subsequent injuries sus¬ 
tained from the collision just as the defendani is the 
Court concluded.”

Be good to your Self- 

Have you ever been close to something so good 
that you’d almost do anything to move away from 
claiming it? I have! This past week has been a case in 
point. 

For those of you who have not been following this 
column each week, I have been sharing portions of a 
larger story about my second child, Julia, who died 
some ten years ago. The challenge for both my wife, 
Mary Ellen, and I is to each week co-author this story, 
in chapter form, to accomplish writing a book. We 
share this story with you as part of our ongoing 
process of grieving, healing and celebrating Julia’s life 
with us. 

Writing and sharing this story has been both a diffi¬ 
cult and joyous process. I recently received an e-mail 
supporting our effort and praising our courage to 
share such an intimate story. The person went on to 
say how courageous it also is to expose our marital 
relationship in public. 

I agree! I also need to clarify for this person and 
you, their presumption that we are simply sharing 
something we have already completed writing. This is 
not the case. 

Yes, the first six chapters were written by me some 
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six or so years ago, but the second half of the book 
takes shape, literally, each week. The addition of Mary 
Ellen to this process has been a gift to me and the 
book. She, in her own. time, has claimed a readiness 
to participate in writing the story from her perspective. 
Thus, offering a dual opportunity to circle our shared 
memories, notes and individual experiences. 

This week was particularly busy for both of us, but 
not unlike most. As is our pattern, early in the week we 
collaborate on where the story left off, what comes 
next and where each of us might put our focus during 
the week, only to come together (usually on Sunday) 
to see how we might give shape to our reflections. 
Perhaps, due to our three children being home for 
vacation and preparations underway to celebrate our 
soon-to-be one year-old, things (life) caught up to us. 

The challenge for me this evening, as I press on to 
meet the morning deadline, is to decide if the story is 
sufficiently ready to move forward. Many things come 
into consideration. Tonight, We talked and realized a 
number of things. One, how much we missed our 
Sunday debriefing time. Two, how much our thoughts 
today (Monday) were filled with the events of the wake 
service and how the reality set in that we finally 
reached this most important point in the story. Third, 
we each realized how challenging this portion of the 
story continues to be, even ten years later. And fourth, 

I became aware of how very good this experience 
was for us and those who experienced it with us. 

I began to question the “coincidence” surrounding 
our business this week. It seemed like it was helping 
me move away from continuing to get at what I know 
is very good for me (us). I also wondered, if because 
it was so good and so difficult, I needed to press out 
something for the sake of meeting the publishing 
deadline. I realized that I wasn’t ready to move for- 
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ward under these circumstances. Interestingly, Mary 
Ellen came up to me and independently stated that 
she wasn’t ready to move forward. I shared my senti¬ 
ments and we collectively shared a moment of relax¬ 
ation. We realized it wasn’t that we didn’t want to 
claim the goodness, it was simply that we weren’t 
ready to share it at this time. 

We were both in a similar state. Her question fol¬ 
lowed, “Why not write about our process?” I told her, 

“I was thinking the same thing!" So, I thought I’d just 
write a quick paragraph or two this evening. Well, I 
guess I had more to say than I thought. 

Ultimately, I get back to one of the most important 
questions I ask myself these days, namely, “Am I able 
to stay in the goodness of the moment or am I running 
from it?” Tonight, I know I’m not running from good¬ 
ness. I am sharing our process and this is good. I look 
forward to this week’s offering of goodness in the form 
of having more time to care for ourselves and the 
ongoing process of claiming our relationship with 
Julia. 

I better hurry up and save this document before the 
possibility of it inadvertently vanishing into cyberspace 

occurs. That would not be good.

Fruit juice and children... 

An interesting article was recently published in the 
Pediatrics Journal regarding juice. The article dis¬ 
cussed some potential detrimental effects of juice 
consumption with children. The authors of this study 
concluded the following points: 

* fruit juice offers no nutritional benefit for infants 
younger than six months. 

* fruit juice offers no nutritional benefits over whole 
fruit for infants older than six months and young chil¬ 
dren. 

* 100% fruit juice can be a healthy part of a well- 
balanced diet. Fruit drinks, however, are not nutrition¬ 
ally equivalent to fruit juice. 

* juice is not appropriate to treat dehydration or 
diarrhea. 

* excessive juice consumption may be associated 
with overnutrition and/or undernutrition. 

* excessive juice consumption may be associated 
with diarrhea, flatulence, abdominal distention, and 
tooth decay. 

* unpasteurized juice may contain pathogens that 
can cause serious illness. 

* a variety of fruit juices in appropriate amounts are 
not likely to cause any significant clinical symptoms. 

* calcium fortified juices provide a source of calci¬ 
um, but lack other nutrients present in breast milk, for¬ 
mula, or cow’s milk. 

Be careful of the amount of juice your child is drink¬ 
ing and the quality of the juice. Use 100% fruit juice in 
limited amounts to get the most benefit from the juice.

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Young Ambassadors Brass Band to perform at AHS

The Young Ambassadors Brass Band of Great 
Britain will perform this Sunday, August 5th at 
Agawam High School at 7:00 p.m. The performance 
will take place out-of-doors (circle area, flag pole) or in 
the adjacent High School auditorium in case of rain. 

This is the ninth time these brilliant young brass 
musicians have visited Agawam, under the direction 
of Frank Wolff. The entourage will consist of the 28- 
member brass musicians, Wolff, and Wolff’s compan¬ 
ion, Lisa Clements. 

According to Billie Ann Carpenter of Agawam, who 
has been finding host families for these visitors since 
the band first travelled here in 1984, “Only four mem¬ 
bers of the band are returning from their visit two 
years ago. The rest are all different musicians.” Her 
husband, Dave Carpenter, described them as “a pick¬ 
up group,” which means that as they travel throughout 
the British Isles, they find the “cream of the virtuosi” 
and ask them to join. 

A description of the group explains, "The Young 
Ambassadors Brass Band of Great Britain was formed 
in 1978 to provide a ‘bridge’ for brilliant young brass 
musicians to come together and reunite following their 
initial training at music colleges and/or National Youth 
Brass Band of Great Britain. 

“A request from the continent of Europe resulted in 
a selected brass band of 27 members to make a con¬ 
cert tour in Belgium during June 1978, giving five con¬ 
certs and recording for the Belgium Radio and 
Television Corporation under the baton of their musi¬ 
cal Director Frank Wolff. As Young Ambassadors, 
their aim has been to find new venues and countries 
to perform...research for this has been made continu¬ 
ously.” 

The best musicians from Scotland, England, 
Wales, and Ireland are carefully selected for each 
tour. Most of the members are in their mid- to late 20’s 
and for this tour, there are 28 band members. 

Although the band’s performances are usually 
abroad, a special performance was held in 1981, the 
day after the Royal Wedding of Prince Charles and 
Princess Diana in the Westminster Abbey College 
Gardens. Their connection to Agawam began when 
former AHS Music Director Darcy Davis read an 
announcement in a music magazine about the band’s 
need for host families and their desire to play con¬ 
certs. Davis contacted Wolff, and things were ironed 
out from there. 

Appropriately, it was Tammy Watson, the current 
Agawam High School band director who took over 
Davis’ position when he retired, who was able to

arrange for this year’s concert to be held at the 
Agawam High School. 

In the past, the concerts of 1984, on odd years 
since 1987, and the 1999 concert took place on the 
front lawn of the Captain Leonard House in Agawam 
Center. 

Billie Ann and Dave Carpenter were one of the host 
families for band members during the Young 
Ambassadors Brass Band's first visits. Their daughter, 
Diane, was in the AHS Band that first year, and the 
concept of young people travelling to play in the 
United States intrigued them. 

“I find that the same families will host these musi¬ 
cians time after time,” Billie Ann told us. “Because the 
concerts are scheduled in the summer, it is sometimes 
difficult to contact people to host due to vacations or 
outdoor activities. But somehow, we always manage 
to place everyone and this year, we expect to have 
host families for 30 people, including Director Frank 


Wolff and Lisa, his companion 

“And when we have taken in these guests, we are 
always glad we did so.” 

Dave Carpenter added, “We try to place two or 
more band members per household, so we actually 
need fewer than the total of 30 band members.” 

Billie Ann commented that several families are will¬ 
ing to host these guests year after year. “Colleen and 
Dan Tourville of Agawam have hosted for a bunch of 
years, for example. One of their previous guests still 
keeps in touch with them." 

The British band members pay their own way here, 
relying on contributions and donations to pay for their 
transportation and food. 

According to Dave Carpenter, the transportation 
costs about $10,000. 

Each year, Morgan Coach Lines out of South 
Deerfield has been their means of transport, with Cliff 
Langford (from England) as their driver. Langford has 
also driven for the Agawam High School Band. 

This is a two-week tour, and most of the band 
members take their vacations from their regular jobs 
to play with this band. They sell CDs and tapes of their 
music. 

Since its formation, the band has taken many tours 
abroad, including Belgium, Holland, Germany, 
France, Scandinavia, Switzerland, the United States, 
and Canada. They are asked to return to almost every 
place they visit due to the high standards and the 
great entertainment value of their repertoire. 

What makes this band still more impressive is the 
fact that they only perform together as a group while 
on tour as the Young Ambassadors Brass Band of 
Great Britain and do not actually rehearse together 
before this tour. 

This is the first year that the band has begun their 
tour in Agawam, scheduled to arrive on Saturday, 
August 4th at Phelps School at around 8:00 p.m. Host 
families will mee them there and nothing is planned 
for that evening, allowing the guests to relax and get 
to know their hosts and rest after a long plane trip. 

On Sunday, August 5th, they are scheduled to play 
at the West Springfield Arts Festival at noontime. 
Later that day, they will convene at Agawam High 
School to rehearse, starting their concert at 7:00 p.m. 

This will be a wonderful community event, so the 
public is invited to bring their lawn chairs and blankets 
and their love and appreciation for great music, for 
they shall surely find it at this once-a-year musical 
event.

Hi, this is the “Food Dude.” Send me some recipes 
at P.O. Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001. If there is a dish 
you would like to know more about (or the recipe for 
it), write to me. 

Recently I had a listener ask for this reminder to be 
given to all of you waitstaff personnel. We want to 
remind you that when we choose to go out for dinner, 
it is because we want to be waited on. We want you 
to realize that we are there for the event of being wait¬ 
ed on. 

We understand that you have a hard job. We know 
that you’re underpaid and overworked. We know that 
your boss gives you too many tables to handle. But, 
remember why we are there. The listener had this 
happen to them. 

It was very warm the day that they went out for din¬ 
ner. They had been shopping all day. They were 
thirsty and hungry. When they sat down, they asked 
for water. The waitperson ignored them. They asked 
again for water. They were ignored again. Finally, they 
ordered and still no water. Some restaurant owners 
complain when people ask for water. You see, water 
is free and they want you to buy bottled water if you 
want to drink water. 

You will not encourage us to buy the bottled water 
by treating us this way. This is the business that you 
have chosen to be in. You chose to be in a service 
industry, so serve! Do it with a smile and a happy 
heart. Now, enough said about that. 

The Red Fez in Chicopee. WOW! What a nice meal 
1 had there. I sat at the bar and had an order of spicy 
shrimp. It was great. I do not have the exact recipe, so 
here is something close to it. 


August 2, 2001 

Take 2 TB butter, 3 TB Frank’s Red Hot Sauce, a 
dash of Worcestershire a splash of sweet sherry 
(1/4C), 1C cooked rice, and 1/4 Lb cooked and 
deveined shrimp raw. Place all ingredients in a saute 
pan and quickly toss together. 

When the shrimp lose the clear color and are pink, 
the dish is done and ready to serve. Crusty bread and 
a cold beer will leave you begging for more. (If the 
dish is too dry, add more sherry and butter to the mix 
and adjust for the next batch.) 

Shrimp can be wonderful out on the grill. Just mar¬ 
inate them and leave the shells on or they will dry out. 
Plain olive oil and Worcestershire is a great way to do 
them. Shrimp may seem expensive, but you need less 
per pound to feed your friends because there is 
almost no waste. Shrimp and scallops are an afford¬ 
able meal. Serve them with pasta dishes. 

Pasta is a centerpiece, and the seafood is for fla¬ 
voring. Basic cream sauce (with cheese added to it) 
makes a great meal. 

Take 1/2 C white wine or vermouth; now, reduce by 
1/2. Add heavy cream; again, reduce by 1/2. Add 1 TB 
butter and 1/4 C parmesan cheese. Season with salt 
and pepper. 

Quickly saute your shrimp or scallops. Serve your 
pasta on a plate, arrange your seafood on the pasta, 
and pour the sauce over the top. Dust ever so lightly 
with nutmeg. Place a bouquet of fresh basil on the 
side of the dish and serve. That’s seafood fit for roy¬ 
alty - you know, your family and friends!

The Agawam Warriors’ Youth Football program is 
seeking volunteer coaches for the fall 2001 season.

Golf Tip Of 
The Week...

Striking on the toe... 

Definition: The contact is the toe end of the club 
striking the inside (nearest to you) half of the ball, 
causing a shot that veers straight to the right with lit¬ 
tle power, even though the clubface may well be 
square. In appearance, the shot may be similar to a 
shank. 

Cause: To produce this shot, you have changed 
your swingpath and the clubhead has returned to a 
point closer to you than at address. Incorrect balance 
in your set-up may well be the cause. Standing too 
close to the ball will result in you having too much 
weight on your heels (both at address and as you 
return the ball). 

However, it is also possible that you are standing 
too far away (making it impossible for your arms to 
reach the ball), but this is the least likely explanation. 

You need to be aware of whether you feel that your 
weight is mainly on your heels or mainly on your toes 
in order to make your judgement. The correct weight 
distribution - evenly between your heels and the balls 
of your feet - is influenced greatly by the distance you 
stand from the ball. 

This is one of the great inconsistencies amongst 
amateur golfers and accounts for erratic shots (due to 
not standing the same way for every shot). 

The cure for toeing is as follows: 

* Check your balance and distance from the ball. 

* Keep the left arm extended through impact. 

* Maintain your spine angle ( don't stand up). 

* Swing your arms freely away from your body. 

* Your backswing may be too upright.

works with today will say the same about him. 

“I’m a builder of what’s going to be in place,” he 
commented. “I am a builder, a connector, and a moti¬ 
vator.” 

LaPlace said the facilities and the presentation of 
the overall tennis program is very important. 

“Perry Lane Park in Agawam is conducive to teach¬ 
ing tennis,” said LaPlace. “It's perfect for all sessions 
because it is partly shaded. The facilities at Perry 
Lane Park are what actually inspired me to teach in 
Agawam. The test of a good tennis facility is a good 
surface. Agawam provides good facilities for use of 
their tennis courts.” 

LaPlace stated he wants potential tennis players to 
be aware that they need to have actual tennis sneak¬ 
ers to play on the courts in Agawam. 

“Your feet need to be free to move,” he said. “You 
hit the tennis ball through your feet, and it is music to 
my ears to hear sneakers against the surface of the 
tennis courts.
